This tuition charge contrasts very 
unfavorably with the rate of f 10 
per hour now charged in the 
George Washington University.

I., on I)e 
cehibei* Otli; flue George Washing 
ton University lost a most es- 
teemed alumnus, and Chemistry 
its most distinguished American 
■ exi>onent. 

Graduated fiotii Columbia Col 
legb, and the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, a student in diem 
is try with Robert Hare, Rammels 
burg, Heinrich Rose, Leibig, Lau 
rent, pumas, and Iteguault; after 
serving as assistant to Hare and 
to Rose, be entered upon an ac- 
tive. career of teaching, as Pro- 
fessor of Physics and Chemistry 
at Abe Collegejof the pip bf New 
York' in 1^45, remaining there 
Meade Bolton, fourteen years. In 18(13: lie be 
— came Riimfprd Professor at Har- 
vard University, charged witli 
tlte instruction in chemistry in 
the Liwrenbe Scientific School, 
and the lectureship on Heat as 
Applied to the Useful Arts, and in 
1 886 he vf as made Professor em- 
iritas at that University.

In his in- 
struction, emphasis was ipid upon 
Ibis as the most important factor 
in the education of chemists:, II * 
was a pioneer in tlie introduction 
of research into the .requirements 
hf American Universities. .p 
His contributions to chemistry 
were many and important, par 
ticularly in - the field 'of inor- 
ganic and analytical chemistry, 
wherein he not only discovered 
many new suhstaniees and devis- 


denl enrollment of Williams live 
in Massachusetts.
